Proves a Record Breaker. 


The official maximum @mperature beat 
any record on file in the office of the weather 
bureau since July 21, 1901, when a tem- 
perature of 103 degrees was recorded. Since 
then the mercury had not risen above 92 
until yesterday. . | 

The heat and sultriness came with sunrise, 


and early in the day it was evident that a | 


new record for the year would be estab- 
lished. At 8 o'clock the thermometer showed 
82 degrees, and shortly after noon 90 was 
reached. From this point the mercury crept 
steadily upward, reaching the high mark 
of 94 at 4 o'clock, and holding it more than 
two hours. The wind was a hot blast, and 
the people sought in vain for some relief 
from the oppression. In the downtown dis- 
trict the heat was greater than shown in 
the official-records. The glare of the sun 
was refiected from brick and asphalt, and, 
even the shade of the tall buildings was 
no protection. The street level temperature 
was three or four degrees higher than the 
official figures. 


Sees No Immediate Relief. 

At 10 p. m. the heat showed little abate-/ 
ment, and the opinion of the weather man 
was that no marked decrease will be noted 
for a day ortwo. He said he was convinced 
that the hot wave has not spent its energy, 
and so “ continued warm ”’ was the prophecy 
for today. 

The forecaster pointed out, however, two 
possible sources of relief, There may bea 
local thunderstorm of short duration, but 
sufficient to cool off the air, or the wind nfay | 
veer to the southeast and blow across the 
lower end of the lake, bringing the coolness 
of the waters into the city. The thunder- 
storms have been promised regularly since 
the warm weather has been noticeable, but 
the public can look to the lake breeze pos- 
sibility as a hope that has not before been 
sounded, 

Intense Suffering Is Caused. , 

When the reinforced heat in the downtown 
streets became unendurable the people 
flocked to the lake front, and during the lat- 
ter part of the afternoon and evening Michi- 
gan avenue, the park, and even the “ dump” 
beyond the railroad tracks were thronged 
with thousands of persons séeking a breath 
of cool air. In the outlying districts the heat 
was not so intense.

Belief Grows Kent Loomis Was 
Victim of Mysterious Crime. 


SKULL CRUSHED BY A BLOW. 


English Police Think He Wae Alive ‘ 
When Wound Was Made, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, July 17.—The indications are in- 
‘creasing that Kent Loomis, the American 
who disappeared from the steamer Kaiser 
Wilhelm II., and whoge body was found yes- 
terday morning near Kingsbridge, Devon- 
shire, probably met with a violent death. 

There is a wound on his head, which it Is 
helieved he sustained while alive. It is be- 
hind the right ear and is about half the size 
cf a silver dollar. The bone is smashed as 
cleanly as though by a leaden slungshot. 

No medical examination has as yet been 


made. Officials at Kingsbridge are awaiting 
instructions from London and Washington. 


Police Favor Murder Theory. 
Police officials are nearly ready to abandon 
the accident theory and are now beginning to 
work on the hypothesis that Mr. Loomis was 
murdered on bodrd the steamsHip and that 
his body fell or was thrown overboard near 
the Eddystone lighthouse, 


Inquest to Be Held Today. 

Joseph G. Stephens, American consul at 
Plymouth, in response to a telegram of in- 
quiry tonight asking him if the local reports 
of foul play had any basis, or if he had any 
ground for suspicion regarding the death of 
Mr. Loomis, replied: 

‘I regret I cannot make any statements 
prior to the inquest, which will be, held to- 
morrow. The wound on the head back of the 
right ear is the size of a half dollar. The 
body is fairly preserved, especially about 
the top and back of the head, considering the 
time it has been in the water.” 

The question of motive is a puzsling one 
to the police. Clearly it was not robbery, 
for Mr. Loomis’ watch, money, and valuables 
were found in his pockets. 


Brother Thinks It Accident. 


Washington, D. C., July 17.—{Special.]— 
Mr. Loomis, assistant secretary of state, 
despite the reports from London that a 
gevere wound has been found upon the head 
of his brother, Kent Loomis, continues to 
discredit the theory of foul play.

Crowd Attacks Three Men. 

The most serious encounter occurred at 
Ashland avenue and Thirty-fifth street at 5 
p.m. Wood, Baker, and Riley had been at 
the intersection of the streets watching the 
finish of a baseball game in a vacant lot. 
The spectators were leaving, when some one 
shouted epithets referring to the three col- 
cored men on the corner. 

A crowd gathered and persons at the outer 
end of it began jostling each other and press- 
ing forward to get a better view of the al- 
leged strike breakers, This precipitated a 
fight, and as the-crowd closed in about the 
men several persons struck them. 


Draw Revolvers for Defense. 

Two of the colored men, it is said, then 
drew revolvers from their pockets and began 
defending themselves. Baker fired three 
times, one of the shots striking Durand. 
The police of the Deering street station 
had been notified, and they had telephoned 
the Brighton Park and Thirty-fifth street 
stations. Three patrol wagons filled with 
policemen were sent to the scene. The police 
of Deering street were the first to arrive, and 
they forced the crowd to scatter. 

Thomas King, 2084 Thirty-fifth street, was 
arrested as one of the assailants, and then 
the police turned their attention to the men 
who had been attacked. Riley was taken to 
the county hospital, where his- wounds were 
dressed, and then he was removed to the 
Deering street police station, on the charge 
of carrying concealed weapons. 

Riley is said to have wounded James Kiely, 
who is employed at the stockyards as a 
watchman. Kiely sustained a knife wound 
on the left side near the heart, but his con- 
dition is not considered serious. 


Another Riot Call. 

The injured men had been taken to hos- 
pitals and the excitement had quieted when 
the police of the Thirty-fifth street station 
were notified of another fight. It was fre- 
ported that a colored man had been attacked 
by a crowd at Wallace and Thirty-geventh 
streets. 

John Hunter, 2629 Armour avenue, had

the crowd to release him. He was then 
‘placed on the street car and taken to the 
Provident hospital.

Donnelly to Return Today. 

President Donnelly of the union will return 
from St. Louis today, but no renewal of ne- 
gotiations between the packers and the men 
is in prospect. The employers say they will 
not ask for it. 

“There seems to be no occasion for an- 
other conference,” one of the high officials 
of Armour & Co. said, “ and none has been 
arranged for... Wé cannot alter our terms, 
and we cannot take the men back on any 
other conditions than those we offered. Fur- 
‘thermore, we believe we can run our business 
_ without the union.” 7 : 

As to the stationary firemen, International 
Secretary C. L. Shamp, in Chicago to direct 
the affairs of the union, said an effort 
would be made today or as soon as possible 
to get a conference with the packers. 

_«“ We will seek to secure an agreement with 
them and to persuade them to treat the 
* butchers more liberally,” he said. ‘‘If we 


are unsuccessful we will come back to Don- 
nelly, and, as soon as he asks our assistance, 
our men will be called on to strike.” 


Larger Guards of Police. 

Police precautions will be increased as the 
packers succeed in getting more and more 
men at work in the stockyards. Chief of 
. Police O'Neill and Mayor Harrison realize 
. that all the conditions tending to disturb- 
,ances and acts of violence will be present if 

part of the union members have deserted 
their organization and if the packing houses 
are running with the strikers idle and de- 
feated in the district. Many of the men 
who walked out also will be short of money 
soon, whieh is another element making for 
disorder. 

Federation Ready to Aid. 

At the election of the Chicago Federation 
of Labor there was talk of cailing a special 
meeting of the body to devise ways and 
means to help the strikers should they ap- 
‘pear to be getting the worst of it. 

“I believe the butchers will win, especially 
if there is a general strike at the yards,”’ de- 
Clared Secretary E. N. Nockels of the feder- 
ation. The packers will be unable to stand 
the pressure. I blame them for not submit- 
ting their arbitration proposition until the 
last minute after the walkout had been or- 
dered. Thereby they showed clearly they 
“were not sincerely in favor of arbitration.” 

George F. Golden, secretary of the packing 
~ house teamsters, who number 600 men, said 
a walkout of the drivers was a possibility. , 

“ We do not want to strike,’’ he said, “ but 
we will if. called upon.: We will stand by 
union principles.”’ 

“ Many men who have grown up with the 
business, but have not in years done prac- 
tical work in the slaughtering departments, 
have been called in,” one of the packers said. 
“ These include salesmen, buyers, heads of 
departments, foremen, assistant superin- 
tendents, and managers of branch stores. 
They have been taken away from their work 
im-all parts of the country. 

“It will be the business of these men to. 
instruct the new workers who have been 
hired from cities east, west, north, and south. 


New Men Hired Permanently. 


* “The new men have been engaged in good 
faith and we cannot entertain a proposition 
requifing their discharge. This caused the 
breaking off of negotiations with the union. 

“The labor organization asks that the. 
minimum wage rate be 18 cents an hour for 
laborers. The applicants offer to work for 
to 17.centsanhour. That is the prevailing 
wage rate in other industries and there is no 
reason why the meat packers should be com- 
pelied to pay more. . 

“In the past we have got along well with 
Mr. Donnelly, who has proved himself a com- 
petent leader and has saved the employers 
from ‘strikes. But now he demands too much. 
Our business is run on a small margin and 
we must save where we can. 

“The trouble, of course, is chiefly over the 
unskilled men, as the highly paid men had no 
complaint. When these laborers start to 
come back im large numbers, as we expect 
they will within a few days, the better class 
of workers will be forced toreturn to protect 
themselves. 

“ If we cannot get our Chicago plants run- 
ning at once we still can handle our trade 

* pretty well from the western establishments 
and with the assistance of the small local 
independent slaughter houses. A consider- 
able business has been done for the large 
concerns by the smaller ones and this can be 
kept up.” 


’ Effects of Sympathetic Strike. 


Asked about the effect of a sympathetic 
strike by the mechanical trades, the pack- 
er professed not to be alarmed at the pros-_ 
pect. 

“It would not hurt us much,” he said. 


** Some time ago the union carpenters walked ‘ 


out. They returned as nonunion men and 
were glad enough to get their places back. 

“ A strike by the firemen even is not a 
cause of apprehension. The plants are 
equipped with automatic stokers that re- 
duce the amount of work of the tenders 
toa the minimum. Inexperienced men can be 
taught the work easily. We are amply pre- 
pared to run our steam plants should the 
stationary firemen go out.”’ 

The reply to this statement by the union 
leaders is that the water tenders must have 
licenses from the city. Competent men, they 
assert, cannot be had.so readily and they 
will insist that the ordinance be observed. 


Stock Handlers May Strike. 


The live stock handiers, although in the 
butcher workmen’s union, were not called 
out in Chicago. In East St. Louls they 
struck with the other workers, and the hu- 
mane society secured permission from Don- 
nelly to get men to go into the yards and 
feed and water the cattle and hogs. Seeing 
the trend of events, the union leaders have 
contemplated ordering the Chicago stockmen 
} to join in the strike. 

' As most of these workers are employed by 
the Union Stockyards and Transit company, 
Secretary Homer D. Call of the union and 
Secretary Jolin Floersch of the Packing 
Trades council during the day sought an in- 
terview with A. G. Leonard, general mana- 
ger of the company.

President Donnelly Declares That it 
Necessary Great Sympathetic 
Walkout Will Be Ordered. 


“ This strike is only in its Infancy. It will

The leader declared the sccuggle would be 
fought to the end. 

'“ A sympathetic strike will be called only 
when we deem it absolutely necessary to 
win,” he said. ‘“ No riot shall take place in 
Chicago or in any other packing center, and 
the union officials and men must see to this 
even if they have to stand insult to avoid it. 
This strike will never be forgotten. It will 
prove one of the greatest educators in the 
history of the country.” 

Mr. Donnelly declared a sympathetic strike 
was almost sure to come, and that when it 
dogs it will prove a great hardship on the 
country, but would show the strength of 
labor. 

The president reviewed the history of the 
strike and its causes. He declared J. Ogden 
Armour himself was to blame for the break- 
ing off of all negotiations. He denied there 
had been any rioting by union men in Chi- 
cago or St. Paul, and asserted there would 
be no disorder or unlawfulness. The union 
officials, he said, will see to it that the dignity 
‘and majesty of the law is upheld and the 
strength of the union’s cause is not jeopar- 
dized by acts of violence which would alien- 
ate public sympathy and support. 

Donnelly told his hearers that Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, is in sympathy with and back 
of their present contest, and that he had 
advised and assisted the union officials in 
their negotiations with the packers. — 


Conditions for Arbitration. 


“We never again shail enter into arbitra- 
tion, unless every man, woman, and child 
who has been discharged or who is out on 
strike, has just been returned to their former 
position without prejudice,’”’ he continued. 

“Cattle buyers and other men who have 
been with the packing houses for years have 
given up their jobs rather than fill the posi- 
tions of the strikers, and we would be in- 
grates if we accepted any plan or acquiesced 


in any movement which would not r It in 
the immediate re®émployment of t men 
who had been faithful to us.”’ ;

The trouble arose over the action of the 
umpires in ruling Troop E of the Ninth cav- 
alry out of action, 


| Engaged in Field Maneuvers. 

The Ninth cavalry, the Nineteenth in- 
fantry, and the First and Second regiments 
of the Washington national guards have 
been engaged in field maneuvers similar to 
those held near Fort Riley, Kas., last year, 
and the feature of the last day was a sham 
battle in which all the state troops and regu- 
lars took part. 

When the umpire decided Troop E out of 
the game under the rules, the negro troopers, 
excited by the heat of mimic battle and 
angry at being put out of the game, charged 
upon the third battalion of the second Wash- 
ington with drawn sabers. Slashing right 
and left among the infantrymen, the cavalry 
created a scene of terror for a few minutes. 


Four Soldiers Cut Down. 


During the mélée three members of the 
Second Washington and one regular of the 
Nineteenth infantry were seriously injured. 
Attempting to strike every infantryman with- 
in reach, the troopers caused the men on foot 
to seek sai. places or endeavor to protect 
themselves.

A FRIVOLOUS PRETEXT. 

The.Union Traction company knows the 
value of the Adams-Harrison street line and 
does not wish to give it up. Thereforé, in 
reply to the city’s order for the removal of 
tracks it alleges that its rights, or those 
of the Chicago Passenger railway, whose 
lessee it is, will not expire for nearly three 
years. Its lawyers assert that as an ordi- 
nance was passed in 1887 validating the 
grants made in 1884 the twenty years’ term 
of occupation really began in 1887. 

This is a feeble, boneless claim. It is the 
last resort of lawyers who can find no other 
ground on which to fight the city’s order. 
Last February the Chicago Passenger rai)- 
way, in its petition for a renewal of its privi- 
leges, admitted that its rights in certain 
streets would expire two months later. Now 
the lessee company trumps up the ridiculous 

, tlaim that the privileges run for three years 
more. It is poor stuff, but it is good enough 
to hang a lawsuit on and thus gain time. 
The company having refused to remove the 
tracks, if the city shall attempt to do so an 
injunction will be applied for to restrain it. 

If the question has to be fought out in 
the courts the sooner it gets into them the 
better, so there may be the least possible 
delay. The city will win in the end and wil! 
take up with renewed determination its 
plans regarding the future use of the streets 
now occupied by the ‘tracks of the Chicago 
Passenger railway. 

The Union Traction will gain nothing in 
the long run by its last move. It will simply 
add to the unwillingness of Chicagoans to

WHERE THE PACKERS MIGHT YIELD. 

Three days ago the union seemed entirely | 
responsible for the failure to end the strike 
by arbitration. Today a part, though a 
small part, of the responsibility is borne by 
the packers. 

The union objected to arbitration unless 
the scope of the award was limited in three 
directions, First, wages were not to be re- 
duced below the scale of last year’s agree- 
ment. Second, the wages of last year’s 
agreement were to be paid pending the 
award, Third, the members of the union 
were to be restored to their old places within 
three days. : 

The first limitation was absurd. The pack- 
ers refused to accede to it. The union has 
therefore surrendered it. 

The second limitation was trivial. It would 
have meant little to the men. It would 
have meant still less to the packers. An 
excess of a cent or a cent and a half an hour 
for certain classes of labor for a few days 
pending the award would not have raised the 
members of the union toopulence. Still less 
would it have reduced the packers to penury. 
Nevertheless, the packers refused to accede 
to it. And the union has therefore sur- 
rendered it. ‘ 

The third limitation remains, unacceded to | 
by the packers and unsurrendered by the 
union: The union wants its members re- 
stored to their old places.. The packers are 
willing to agree to take them back as room 
is found for them, but are unwilling to agree 
to discharge all the men whom tliey have 
taken into their employ since the strike be- 
gan. 

There is no doubt that an employer owes 
a duty to the man whom he has engaged to 
work for him. The world will be pleased to 
see the packers recognizing this duty. 

But when all due weight has been granted 
to the ideal implied in the phrase “ security 
of employment,” the fact still exists that 
most of the labor taken into employment by 
the packers since the strike began is of a 
floating, unsettled character; and has never 
been supposed to be employed under terms 
of long duration. It comes today. It goes 
tomorrow. The packers themselves have 
always treated it accordingly. Besides, a 
man who takes a job during a strike always 
understands that his chances of retaining it 
are dubious. 


packers to subordinate their regard for their 
new employés to their general duty toward 
the public and to agree to discharge, except 
perhaps in some particular instances, the 
new men they have picked up out of the army 
of the unemployed? This concession, in re- 
turn for the concession which the men have 
made, would remove the last obstacle to ar- 
bitration.

Take 
plenty of time to eat, and do not eat while 
overheated. Don’t worry over the tailor’s 
bill. Nobody pays the tailor in hot weather. 
He doesn’t expect it. Donot think that cold 
baths and drinks are palliatives of 
heat. They act in the opposite way. Take 


ice out of your drinks. 
the cocktails and eliminate drinks too aleo- 
holic. 


ear. Don’t brood on the lack of activity in 
high price of meat. Vegetables are far bet- 
ter in hot weather. Don't go visiting where 
you do not feel free to take off your coat. 

Above all things, do not complain about 
this climate. You might go around the 
world without finding its equal. So far this 
has been an exceptional summer in the mild- 
ness of its disposition. Since the first of 
June there have been 102 degrees of heat 
less than the normal temperature. Last 
summer hot weather was practically un- 
known. Day after day the maximum tem- 
perature was less than 70 degrees. 

If a person observe a few precautions he 
need not suffer from the torrid weather. The 
best plan is to go about work the same as 


usual. When the mind is engrossed it is 
surprising how little one notices the 
weather. |

Francis Joseph's suggestion and grant the 
necessary authorization to Queen Natalie, 
since the presence of the remains of the 
murdered king at Belgrade is neither agree- 
able to his successor nor altogether politic, 
as there is always the danger of his grave 
there becoming the object of a popular dem- 
onstration against King Peter and his ad- 
ministration. Moreover, the separation of 
the murdered king and queen in death by 
Alexander’s mother, acting in conjunction 
with the Austrian government, will serve 
in a measure to confirm the contention of 
the regicides that Draga was quite as dis- 
reputable as they alleged and that they 
were therefore justified in removing her 
‘from the throne, where her presence con- 
stituted a national disgrace. 

The monastery of Kruzgsedel was founded 
in 1486 by the royal monk, George Brank- 
ovitch, whose father, the last czar of old 
Servia, had been blinded by Sultan Murad 
after the destruction of the Servian empire, 
and who ended his days there. The mon- 
astery gradually became a center of Servian 
national piety, hallowed by many venerable 
Servian traditions, and it is the bourn of 
pilgrimage of many patriotic Servians who 
have a regard for the past history of their 
country and hopes for the future of Servia. 

Lor . Hill, whose famous ornithological 
collection is about to come under the hammer 
in London, enjoys a world wide reputation 
as the possessor of the finest specimen in 
existence of the strange fowl known as the 
great auk. The latter is usually represented 
in auction rooms and in natural history 
museums by its eggs, which are worth $2,000 
to $8,000 apiece. But Lord Hill has the dis- 
tincgion of owning the only stuffed specimen 
of this bird in existence. 

Lord Hill spent a number of years in this 
‘country before succeeding to the peerages 
and terribly incumbered estates of his bank- 
rupt father. He has been in turn ranch- 
man, journalist, storekeeper, and soldier, and 
when he became Viscount Hill, the first thing 
that he was obliged to do was to sell his 
ancestral home, Hawkestone, in Shrop- 
shire, which had been in the possession of 
his family for centuries and which Dr. John- 
son, who visited it in 1774, described as ** mag- 
nificent, standing in a demesne, abounding 
with striking scenes and terrific grandeur.” 


With the exception of the ornithological 
collection all the splendid contents of | 
Hawkestone were lHkewise sold, including 
10,000 ounces of silver plate, a gilt service 
of silver plate presented by King George 
Ill. to Gen. Viscount Hill for his services 
in the peninsular war, as well as the costly 
old furniture, paintings, library, and superb 
cellar of wines. The first Lord Hill was 
Rowland, the English general and field mar- 
shal, who distinguished himself in the 
peninsula war and at the battle of Water- 
loo, where he swept Napoleon's old guard 
from the field. Another member of the fam- 
ily was Sir Rowland Hill, the celebrated 
nonconformist preacher, who is said to have 
established the first Sunday school in the 
British metropolis; while yet anether scion 
of the house, Sir Richard Hill, was one of 
the most devoted adherents of the Stuart 
pretender, who presented him with a ruby 
ring, which, owing to its being an helrioom, 
has never been sold and still remains in 
the possession of the present viscount. The 
Hill family dates back its lineage in an un- 
broken line to the reign of King Edward 
I., and, as the present viscount has no chil- 
dren by his marriage with Miss Anne Ir- 
win, an American girl, his honors will go at 
his death to his brother, the Hon. Francis 
Hill,

| Francis Joseph's life should be darkened by 


the manifest decline of his popularity in 
Hungary. For the government, which re- 
cently submitted a proposal to the national 
Hungarian legislature to increase the civil 
list of the ‘‘ king ’’ on the ground that he now 
spends a far greater portion of the year at 
Buda-Pesth than formerly and keeps up a 
full fledged court there, officered entirely by 
Magyar dignitaries, has met with so much 
opposition to the proposal that it has been 
obliged to withdraw it. 

Even the municipality of the Hungarian 
capital, which usually is so loyal to the ven- 
erable monarch, got together and passed an 
almost unanimous vote protesting against 
any increase of the king’s civil list, while in 
the legislature itself Count Apponyi, the 
former president of the lower house, and 
also ex-Premier Banffy have likewise ex- 
pressed themselves most stropgly against 
the project, some of their followers taking 
advantage thereof to severely attack both 
the emperor and the imperial family. Ve, 

In fact, Hungary’s parliament seems bent 
upon making itself as offensive as possible 
to the reigning house, and about ten daysago 
one of the leading members, M. Polonyi, a 
friend of both Count Appony!i and of ex-Pre- 
mier Banffy, asked the government to state 
in the house. whether it was true that Prin- 
cess Hohenberg, the morganatic wife of the 
Austrian heir apparent, insists upon being 
addressed verbally and by letter as ‘‘ im- 
perial and royal highness,”’ and that she like- 
wise forced courtiers and the people who ap- 
proached her to treat her as if she was a real 
archduchess, instead of being merely the 
morganatic consort of an Austrian prince of 
the blood. 

These questions, constituting covert -at- 
tacks upon the heir apparent and upon his 
wife, have created a great sensation, not only 
at Buda-Pesth but also at Vienna. 

Court circles and the great world at Copen- 
hagen are all agog concerning an affair in 
which Prince Harald, third son of the crown 
prince of Denmark, and the countess of 
Munthe-Morgenstierne are concerned. The 
woman is the wife of the colonel command- 
ing one of the crack dragoon regiments of 
the army, in which Prince Harald formerly 
served under the orders of the count, and 
she has lately placed in circulation certain 
promissory notes bearing the signature of 
the prince, representing money which she 
claims to have loaned him when he was an 
officer of the regiment. 

Prince Harald and his legal representa- 
tives deny the authenticity of the signatures 
on the bills, declare them to be forgeries, and 
insist that there have been no financial 
transactions of any kind with the countess 
or with her husband. Thecount wisely holds 
aloof and professes to know nothing about 
the matter. 

The latest development of the affair is the 
arrest of the countess and her Internment in 
a private sanitarium for peopleafflicted with 
nervous maladies, and it is now.assumed 
that the signatures of the prince were really 
forged by the countess, and.that the latter, 
who has always been noted for her extrava- 
gance in money matters, In speech and be- 
havior,was out of her, mind when she adopted 
this, sensational means:of obtaining; money 
from ‘the -professional:bill discounters. 

But the matter,has.been a source of no end 
of annoyance toythe royal family, the more 
so as the countess«has been a fascinating 
woman, which: has-naturally led to people 
giving all sorts of interpretations to the af- 
fair. 

Prince Harald’s parents, the crown prince 
and crown. princess of Denmark, are enor- 
mously rich, the wealth of the crown prin- 
cess, Who was the greatest royal heiress of 
her day in Europe, having been doubled, and 
even trebled, by the judicious investments 
and careful management of the crown prince 
It is true, however, that the crown prince 
and crown princess are not generous in the 
matter of allowances to their children.

Pontiff Democratic in Tastes, 


Departure from Papal Traditions Startles Entourage 
of Vatican. 


EW YORK, July 17.—[{Special.}]—An 
eminent Roman ecclesiastic passing 
through New York on a tour of the 
country told some interesting stortes 
about Pope Pius X. while he was 
waiting for a train to take him west- 
ward. The stories came out in reply to 
the question: ‘ What are the striking char- 
acteristics of the present pontiff?” 

“ Well,” said the eminent divine, settling 
himself more comfortably, an expression 
of pleasure on his face, evincing delight 
at being able to tell about the new pope, 
“first and foremost he is democratic, and 
what you people would term a ‘*‘ hustler.’ 
His manners are amazingly democratic. To 
an American they would appeal strongly, 
for he impresses you as if he had liv sd and 
absorbed much of the American princi- 
ples of democracy. His rise from a bare- 
footed peasant boy, with his piece of In- 
dian meal bread in his pocket for luncheon 
at school, to the highest office in the Roman 
Catholic church has not in the least changed 
his native simplicity of manner. He is es- 
sentially a man of the people, and his popu- 
larity throughout Italy is universal. 


Liberal in Views of Etiquette. 

* Everybody speaks well of the pope. He 
is beloved by all, which is remarkable, in view 
of the many breaches of etiquette of which 
he has been accused since he went to the 
vatican. His liberal views on such matters, 
however, are gradually convincing those who 
would wish to rule the vatican according to 
the strictest form of etiqutte, and today it is 
a real pleasure to find that if you visit the 
pontiff you are made at once to feel at home, 

“While he was archbishop of Mantua, and 
afterwards patriarch of Venice, the pope al- 
ways went about in the simplest manner. 
In Venice he always rode in gondolas and 
public conveyances, and could frequently be 
seen in public parks strolling among the 
people and chatting with them on current 
topics of the day. He was friendly with the 
municipal authorities, and could always get 
what he wanted from them. For this reason 
he became highly successful in organizing 
-andebuilding up parishes. 


Startles Vatican Retinue. 

“His home was presided over by three 
spinster sisters, who did all the cooking. 
At meals they sat down with the patriarch 
and chatted with him during the meal. 
When he was elected pope the vatican cour- 
tiers began to feel uneasy as to what he 
would do. 

“Then he showed them all by having his 
private secretary, Mgr. Bressan, whom he 
brought with him from Venice, dine with 
him at the same table. Such a thing had 
never happened in the history of the popes. 
It was terrible. 

‘“** We must speak to him,’ said the cour- 
tiers. ‘ He does not know.’ 

‘‘Next day before he had been spoken 
to he ordered dinner for three, and when it 
was served the second private secretary was 
asked to dine with him. This was going be- 
yond all bounds, The courtiers spoke to 
the pope. While the conversation was be- 
ing delicately handled, he.answered the dip- 
lomats by ordering dinner for five. 


Installs Sisters’Near By. 

“That ended the determination to insist 
on the etiquette by which the pope dined 
alone at one table and had no one else in 
the room. But the fear arose that as he had 
always had his three sisters dine with him 
this would be the pope’s next move. 

“He startled the courtiers one morning 


| by renting apartments in a new building 


adjoining the vatican and Installing therein 
his three sisters. Immediately all the other 
apartments in the building were rented to 
aspiring ecclesiastics, who now pay the 
greatest court to the three simple, modest 


sisters. They are typical Italian 
women and are wholly innocent of the pos. 
sible designs of those about them, who think 
that by paying homage and court to them 
they in turn will obtain favors from thes 
brother, whom they call to this day in thelp 
simple way, ‘ Beppe,” a familiar diminutive 
for Giuseppe, the pope’s baptismal name, 

“Thus far his holiness has not had 
sisters dine with him, and it fs not likey 
that he will, The only two instances of 
women having eaten in the pope's apart- 
ments since the foundation of the Roman 
Catholic church were those of Queen Chri. 
tine of Sweden, who sat at a separate tabla 
and lower down than the pope, at a light 
luncheon served to her, and of the grand 
duchess of Tuscany, who, after communion 
at the hands of Leo XIII., was served with 
some refreshments in the pope’s apartments, 
The pope tuen did not eat anything himself, 
so you see that the rule fs so firmly estaf. 
lished that it will be scarcely broken by the 
present pontiff. 

_ Casts Aside Tradition. 

‘He is fast doing away with many forms 
of etiquet which have endured for many 
centuries. For instance, a visitor had al- 
ways to genufiect three times upon coming 
into the presence of the pope; first, upon 
crossing the threshold, then when half way, 
then at the pope’s side. You then kissed the 
cross on his right slipper and remained 
kneeling all the time you were in his pres« 
ence. 

“This pope will have none of it. He in- 
variably comes to greet you, and will then 
go and get a chair for you and chat in good 
old fashion, making you feel at home imme- 
diately. It naturally shocked all within 
the vatican, but they are getting used to it 
now. 

“An amusing incident occurred when a 
diplomat called recently, expecting, of 
course, all the old forms. He was sufprised 
‘at first by the change, but soon recovered 
es had his interview, and was depart- 
ng. 
“In the old form you always bowed your 


_ self out of the pope’s presence, but Pius,

They don’t have to do it with Pius KX He 
invariably shows the women out in the most 
chivalrous manner. 

**He also has done away with the custem 
of never seeing any of the civil authorities 
of Rome or the members of the Italian gov- 
ermment. He sees everybody who comes 
see him. He has received deputies an@sen- 
ators of both houses, and all the members of 
the king’s court, as well as Queeh Mar 
gherita’s court, and such people as the wives 
of the late Premier Rudini and Vicomte 
Venosta.
